He Mustn't Touch, 


Bradbury and Wife Only One 
Floor-Apart at Chicago, 


But the Lady’s Queenly Attitude 
Adds Another Story. 


Husband Meets Wife at the Depot. 
His Lip Trembles, but They Do 
not Embrace—The Angel of Rec- 
onciliation Awaits an Opening. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 
CHICAGO, July 16.—[Special Dis- 
patch.} John Bradbury and his runa- 
way wife have met and said how-d’ye- 
do. The angel reconciliation is still 
in’ the air, looking for an opportune 


‘time and place to alight. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bradbury are both at 
the Wellington Hotel. He has a room 
on the third ffoor, and she is ensconsed 
on the parlor floor. He had postponed 
his trip to Europe, and she came across 
the continent by express train to ef- 
fect a reconcilation, but they are still 
apart. Mrs. Lucy Banning, Mrs. Brad- 
bury’s mother, is with her daughter. 
For the present she has assumed the 
dual function of a reconciliation angel 
and a guardian Cerebus. Not a card, 
not a friendly note does Mrs. Bradbury 
get beyond her. No word, no hint of 
what conclusion the young people have 
reached, whether to forget and for- 
give or meet and part forever, is per- 
mitted to pass her and reach the pub- 
lic. 

It would appear that Bradbury is 
standing very much upon his dignity, 
as well he might, and is disposed to 


exact severe conditions before he will 


even consider such a matter as recon- 
ciliation. The woman, who seemed so 
repentant when she first looked through 
prison bars and saw the enormity of 
her offense, is not apparently so re- 
pentant as she was when on the Coast. 
To the world her attitude is still one of 
defiance. To the wronged husband she 


is still the rebellious Queen who must 


be subdued with caresses. 

Mrs. Bradbury and Mrs. Banning ar- 
rived at 9:15 o’clock- tonight. 
had been waiting for ‘hours. When 
the train pulled in he was realistic 
picture of nervous anxiety. He looked 
long and anxiously for their car, but 
they’ were already standing on the 
platform when he found them. Mrs. 


Banning put her arms around Brad-: 


bury’s neck and kissed him as a 
mother might. With a quiver on his 
lips that was intended as a smile and 
Was next door to. tears, , Bradbury 
lifted his hat to his wife and said just 
one word—‘‘Lucy.”’ She nedded her 
head. Whether she smiled or not was 
left in doubt, as the folds of a thick 
veil hid: her face. But there was no 
embrace. The meeting throughout was 
constraining to a horrible degree, and 
the small crowd who saw it and knew 
the participants felt a tinge of pity 
for the figures in it. 

Bradbury found the hand-bags be- 
longing to the party, and the trio 
walked the length of the station plat- 


_form, Mrs.. Banning all the time at- 
tempting to start the conversation.: 


The efforts were not very successful. 
Bradbury was no more than severely 
polite. Mrs. Bradbury was decidedly 
unconcerned for a woman in such a 
predicament and made no effort to 
talk. No trace of that -ravishing 
beauty, so much talked about or the 
queenly grace of the woman was to 
be noted. Hid in the folds of her white 
veil, she was able to survey the situa- 
tion at an advantage, for she could 
literally see and not be seen. 

She scanned the crowd on the plat- 
form, and looked deliberately at a party 
of newspaper men who were watching 
the meeting. Her whole demeanor was 
that of calm impassivness. Her dress 
was the same blue serge with the 
waist cut in Eton-jacket style over a 
bodice of green silk, which the police- 
court reporters of San Francisco made 
famous. About her was no air of a 
truant wife. She walked unobtrusively, 
decorously, in the rear of her husband 
and mother, with a valise in hand. 

Bradbury guided the party with 
never a word. There was a closed car- 
riage in waiting. At the door Brad- 
bury showed the ladies in, closed the 
door and told the driver to go to the 
Wellington. He took a seyarate vehic'e 
for himself. He had arranged for the 
parlor suite for Mrs. Bradbury and her 
mother. Arriving at the hotel, the 
women went directly to their rooms.

The conference between Bradbury 
and his wife continued nearly-all night. 
Mrs. Banning was the medium of the 
conference, and declined to say what 
was going on. Mrs. Banning answered 
all callers at the door, and refused ad- 
mission or to say anything about how 
the reconciliation was coming out. Mrs. 
Banning has not, however, yet suc- 
ceeded in: bringing these two people to- 
gether. Their future is as uncertain as 
it was the night that Lucy Bradbury 
stole from her husband's roof.

His fortune 
has dwindled down until his income is 
inconsiderable. He owns a lot of val- 
ueless stock and western property, 
mortgaged for nearly as much as it 
would bring in the market. Mr. 
Reade’s mental infirmity is due to ex- 
cessive drink and choral. He is ac- 
tually confined in the Bloomington 
asylum, and a committee will be ap- 
pointed by the court to take charge of 
his person and estate. The petition to 
have him declared insane was made by 
Mrs. Reade. 

Mrs. Reade was Josie Mansfield, a 
woman whose career was a subject of 
world-wide gossip twenty-five years 
ago. It was on her account that Ed- 
ward S. Stokes killed Jim Fiske, Jr., 
on the stairs of the Grand Central 
Hotel. Reade met her in the summer 
of 1891, and they were married in Oc- 
tober of that year in London. They 
soon disagreed, and in November, sepa- 
rated, Reade coming to New York and 
the woman staying in Paris. She ob- 
tained a divorce in November, 1895. 

Reade is a man of excellent family. 
His father was a wealthy resident of 
Minneapolis, and the son had plenty 
of money. He practiced law there and 
lived in lavish style. His mother was 
a cousin of Mrs. Levi P. Morton and 
his sister married Lord Falkland of 
Yorkshire, Eng. Reade has attempted 
suicide, and would probably kill him- 
self, the doctors say, if not restrained.

San Francisco Estimates of His 
“Nerve” are Justified—He Breaks 
Down Before the Execution and 
Professes Penitence — Confesses 
His Shocking Crimes.

SYDNEY (N. S. W.,) July 16—John 
Newman, alias Frank Butler, convicted 
of the murder of Capt. Lee Weller in 
the Blue Mountain mining district in 
November, 1896, was hanged here yes- 
terday. He broke down at last, the 
remarkable stoicism which he had ex- 
hibited since his arrest in San Fran- 
cisco last February giving way, and 
he confessed his guilt of this as well 
as of other shocking crimes. 

He admitted that his right name was 
John Newman and that he was born 
of good family in Staffordshire, Eng., 
in 1858. He professed the profoundest 
penitence for his misdeeds, and at the 
last moment willingly received the re- 
ligious consolation usually offered the 
condemned. The execution was effected 
without incident. Few spectators were 
permitted, those present being princi- 
pally officers of the court and atten- 
dants — directly concerned in carrying 
out the law’s decree, 

The case fS one that has excited in- 
tense interest throughout the colonies, 
and great satisfaction is expressed in 
the thorough work performed by the 
detectives in securing evidence leading 
not only to the capture of Newman, 
but his speedy conviction and execu- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The Sene 
ate spent more than four hours in exe 
ecutive session in an effort to confirm 
the nomination of M. H. McCord to be 
Governor of Arizona, and adjourned 
after 6 o’clock without having suc- 
ceeded in that purpose. The failure 
was due, however, to the absence of a 
quorum. A vote was secured, showing 
26 votes for and 11 against confirma- 
tion, eight less than a quorum. 

The contest was over McCord’s recg- 
ord, as developed by the investigation 
of the Committee on Territories, and 
was. made by Berry and Teller, while 
Messrs Davis, Carter, Spooner and 
Kyle took the lead in McCord’ s behalf. 

The opposition was based on the 
plea that’'a man against whom there 
were so many charges should not be 
elevated to ao high an office until he 
was absolutely cleared of the charges. 
It was asserted that the committee had 
refused to make an investigation of 
some charges, and that McCord’s fams 


-ily ha. made an immense fortune out . 


of land legislation in his Congress Dis- 
trict in Wisconsin for which he was 
responsible. It was declared on behalf 
of the committee that its investiga- 
tion had been thorough, and it was 
said it was sufficient to remove Mr. 
McCord from the aspersions upon his 
character.

JEFFRIES FAILS TO WIN THE 
MATCH WITH RUHLIN. 


Great Crowa Watches the Fight in 
the Pavilion Where Christian 
Endeavorers Lately Met. 


A DRAW IN TWENTY ROUNDS. 


OHIOAN GETS FIRST BLOOD, BUT Is 
NEARLY PUT OUT. 


The Prince of Wales Wins Ten 
Thousan Guineas —Sanger Out- 
rides Hamilton—Brighton 
Beach Races. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


- SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—The big- 
ger the boxers the bigger the crowd, 
seems to be the correct estimate of 
pugilists’ ability to attract followers 
of the ring, and as the Columbian Ath- 
letic Association brought together the 
two biggest men in the pugilistic world 
as the star attraction in tonight’s box- 
ing carnival, the attendance was large. 
About five thousand people poured into 
the arena of Mechanics’ Pavilion, the 
scene of the recent Christian Endeavor 
exercises, to witness the battle of the 
giants. 

Jim Jeffries of California and Gus. 
Ruhlin of Ohio were the giant boxers 
contending for honors and gold. Both 
men are remarkable for their size and 
muscular development. Jeffries is a 
man 22 years old, 6ft. 1%in. in height, 
and is in fine condition at 212 pounds. 
He has powerful shoulders, jutting out 
squarely from a neck remarkable for 
size and strength. The only fault in 
Jeffries’s construction is in the lower 
limbs, which are’ much too large for 
quick foot work. Ruhlin, the Ohio 
giant, tops the Californian just one 
inch, and weighs in condition 200 
pounds. He is more symmetrical in 
build than his opponent, and has a 
much longer reach, but not such tre- 
mendous driving power as Jeffries. 
Both men were in first-class condition. 

It was 10:15 o’clock before the event 
of the evening was announced and the 
big fellows entered the ring. Ruhlin, 
who was the first to make his appear- 
ance, was not accorded a very warm 
reception, but Jeffries was greeted 
enthusiastically when Master of Cere- 
monies Jordan introduced him to the 
crowd. After a long delay, occasioned 
by the fact that Jeffries’s hands were 
several sizes larger than the gloves 
provided for him and another pair had 
to be secured. Referee Wand admon- 
ished the pair and without any further 
waste of time the men proceeded to 
business. The pace was terrific from 
the start. 

Ruhlin opened the ball with a left 
hook, which missed its mark, and after 
a clinch rushed and swung his right, 
but again missed Jeffries, who got in 


two hot lefts in the face and landed 


twice on the wind. 

In the second round Jeffries landed 
a straight left on the jaw, but Ruhlin 
retaliated with a straight left in the 
wind. The Ohioan assumed the 
gressive, but was cleverly stopped with 
a straight left in the neck. 

‘The fourth round was the hottest of 
the fight, for Jeffries opened up with 
right and left swings on the jaw and 
the Ohioan lost his head temporarily. 
He cooled down, however, and jabbed 
the southern giant in the nose, drawing 
first blood, but was immediaztely sent 
to his knees by a right swing on the 
back of the head, and remained down 
nine seconds. Ruhlin jabbed Jeffries 
in the throat just as the round closed 
and staggered him. 

Jeffries was the aggressor when they 
came up for the tenth, and rushed the 
Ohioan to the ropes. He landed sev- 
eral times on Ruhlin’s heart, and the 
latter only landed a right swing on the 
neck in return. At the close of the 
round, Jeffries swung his right hard on 
the Ohioan’s jaw, staggering him. ~ 

In the nineteenth round Jeffries as- 
sumed the aggressive and repeatedly 
planted his right over the Ohioan’s 
— until the latter perceptibly weak- 
ened. 

In the twentieth and last round, Ruh- 
lin was sent down and almost out by a 
terrific right swing on the jaw, and 
only the call of time saved him. The 
referee, however, declared the fight a 
draw, a decision which was received 
with mingled cheers and hisses. 

The finish of the fight was most ex- 
citing. Jeffries was fighting against 
time as much as the big man from 
Ohio. At the opening of the last round 
Jeffries went after Ruhlin in earnest. ' 
After a few well-directed swings with 
his left and a couple of right punches 
over the heart, Jeffries rattled his man 
and penned him in a corner. Then with 
a wide right swing he put Ruhlin on, 


| the floor, a clean knockdown. Ruhlin 


took nine seconds, and arose in a dazed 
and almost helpless condition. In his 
haste to end the fight, Jeffries was a 
little wild and fell short in a left swing 
for the jaw. In the meanwhile Ruhlin 
was lying against the ropes almost 
helpless, with hands half in position. 
One more blow would have ended the 
fight in Jeffries’s favor, but just as the 
big Californian prepared to deliver the 
blow, just as the whole house was on 
its feet wildly excited, the bell clanged 
with a discordant and unwelcome sound 
and the fight ended. 

At the beginning the big fellows set 
a fast pace and kept it up for four 
rounds. Jeffries several times staggered 
Ruhlin with his left swings on the 
neck @nd jaw. Ruhlin’s blows were 
mostly of the jabbing kind—the kind 
that bring blood, but do not produce 
unconsciousness. However, his right is

Billy Madden, a veteran at the game 
of fisticuffs ,and Billy Delaney, who has 
acquired fame in the role of treincr of 
pugilists were behind Ruhiin and Jef- 
fries respectively, and did almost as 
much as the actual contestants in con- 
ducting the fight.

Delaney kept Jeffries away from Ruh- 
lin, instructing him to resort to duck- 
ing, and finally to devote his attention 
to pounding Ruhlin’s body. It is the 
general opinion that had Jeffries mixed 
matters in the early stages of the fight 
Ruhlin woyld have succumbed to the 
Californian’s swings and punches be- 
fore ten rounds had gone. ; 

Madden, too, instructed his man to 
be very cautious. Ruhlin had not the 
generalship of his opponent. He fol- 
lowed instructions, however, and, al- 
most to the surprise of his seconds, he 
stayed out the twenty rounds. 

Many of the rounds between the 
fourth and eighteenth were slow and 
cautious. The men did a great deal of 
sparring, and some clever foot work. 
Jeffries is the better of the two at this 
part of the game, and repeatedly 
ducked and avoided Ruhlin’s rushes. 
The former is also more clever and a 


better ring general.

A MONEY CONFERENCE. 


BIMETALLIST ENVOYS MAY OBTAIN 
THAT CONCESSION, 


Little Good Expected to Result from 


the Holdiig of One if Stewart, 
Teller and Towne are to Bé Be- 


lieved —England and Germany

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Advocates 
of international bimetallism are much 
encouraged by the cable reports from 
London of the reception by the British 
government of the joint proposal for 
an international agreement made by 
Baron de Courcel, the French Ambassa- 
dor on the part of France, and by 
Ambassador Hay and the __ special 
monetary envoys on the part of the 
United States. 

The form of the proposals submitted 
is not known in Washington, as the 
authority to negotiate with the for- 
eign representatives was vested with- 
out reserve in the special envoys of 
the United States. It is not believed 
by the authorities here that the en- 
voys went further than to suggest a 
general conference to be held in the 
United States some time next winter. 

The evident willingness of the 
present British government to accept 
an invitation to participate in such 
conference, leaves no doubt as to the 
holding of the conference eventually. 
Outside of the small group of mefi who 
are ardent believers in the possibility 


of an international agreement, it is not. 


generally believed, however, that an 
interrfational conference will lead to 
any agreement which would justify 
the United Staes in opening the mints 
to the unlimited coinage of silver. 
Senator Stewart, Senator Teller and 
Chairman Towne of the Silver Repub- 
lican organization, do not believe that 
any good will come from the confer- 
ence if it is held. They advocate coin- 
age by the United States without wait- 
ing for the consent of.any other na- 
tion. It is said here that even the 
avowed bimetallists of the British gov- 
ernment will not go further than to 
hint vaguely at the possibility of the 
opening of the American mints, and 
to talk in general terms about keep- 
ing a certain percentage of the Bank 


of England reserves in silver. In all. 


the reports which have been given out 
about the work being done by the 
special envoys there has never been a 
suggestion that England would agree 
to free coinage or anything aproach- 
ing it. oe 

Germany is another stumbling-block 
in the way of an international agree- 
ment. The German government would 
gladly see the United States and coun- 
tries that might be willing to join an 
agreement to do something which 
would enhance the value of silver even 
temporarily, for Germany has a large 
quantity of silver for sale. When the 
special envoys were in Berlin they 
could get little encouragement ‘and 
were given to understand that Ger- 
many would follow the lead in any 
conference that might be called. 
Since that time the change in the Ger- 


man ministry has made the possibility 


of Germany entering into any agree- 
ment still more remote, for Baron von 
Thielmann, who has been summoned 
from his post as Ambassador to the 
United States to become Imperial 
Minister of Finance, is a strong advo- 
cate of the maintenance of the gold 
standard by the German empire, :

Sale of Return Tickets, 


The great exodus of homeward- 
bound Endeavorers and excursionists 
who took advantage of the cut rates 
from the East to visit the Golden State, 
will commence with the early morning 
trains on the Santa Fé and Southern 
Pacific Tuesday morning. The passen- 
ger departments of both roads are pre- 
paring for heavy travel on Monday, 
but the big rush is not expected until 
the following day. Wednesday, it is 
expected, will be the banner day of ‘the 
week, as bundreds of Endeavorers, now 
in Los Angeles will spend Monday and

The Southern - 
cific alone has mobilized enough cars 
in the yards in this city to accom- 
modate over five thousand excursion- 
ists in one day, and the Santa Fé peo- 
ple have made provisions nearly, if not 
equally, as good.

HELEN H. GARDENER LECTURES 
AT UNITY CHURCH. 


Inheritance of Produced Character- 
istics—Transmission of Acquired 
Character and Condition, 


SLAVE-DRIVER OR COMPANION. 
, 


IMPORTANCE OF ENVIRONMENT IN 
MODIFYING HEREDITY. 


A Vital Power to Develop Unduly or 
to Control Happily—Personal Re- 
“sponsibility—The Mothers 
Share. 


A large audience gathered in Unity 
Church last evening to hear Mrs. 
Helen H. Gardener lecture on the sub- 
ject, “Can Heredity be Modified?” The 
speaker, who is a woman of charming 
personality and _ sincere, unassuming 
manner, was introduced by the well- 
known philanthropist, Mrs. 
Stephens. The latter spoke emphati- 
cally of the importance of the subject 
to be handled and the great ability 
of the speaker about to be heard, of 
her powerful use of pen and voice to 
uplift humanity, of her noble stand for 
a higher, better and purer life for 
men, women and children, and her 
courage in daring to stand for purity in 
men as well as women. 

Mrs. Gardener prefaced her lecture 
with the explanation that it was the 
second in a course, the preceding one, 
on “Heredity,” being the basis upon 
which it was founded. She assured 
her hearers that facts lay behind all 
that she had to say and every theory 
she had to present was demonstratable. 
She stated that she aimed to be the 
connecting link between the strictly 
scientific and the layity, and so clothed 
her ideas in language easily compre- 
hensible to even the most unscientific. 

First drawing attention to a few 
brief facts in heredity, she said that 
nobody questioned the fact that the 
child of negro parents would be col- 
ored and possess kinky hair; that the 
offspring of Mongolians would still be 
Mongolian. And, to come down to 
family types and characteristics, no- 
body questioned the carrying of faces, 
forms, walk and temperament. 

In post-graduate work in Columbia 
College, New York, in which the 
speaker had taken part, she had wit- 
nessed the experiment of making 
guinea pigs epileptic, and had seen 
that for eight generations the little pigs 
had inherited the produced character- 
istic of their parents. 7 

Proceeding to her subject, “Can 
Heredity be Modified?’’ she said: “it 
has been well said by Herbert Spencer, 
and more recently by Prof. Osborn of 
Columbia College, that the question 
involved in the discussion of heridity is 
not a temporary issue, and that its so- 
lution will affect all future thought. 
Whether or not acquired character is 
transmitted to children is the most im- 
portant question that confronts the hu- 
man race, for it is upon the character 
of the race that depends the condition 
of the race—its prosperity, its develop- 
ment. 

“No school of scientists questions the 
fact of heredity; but there has been a 
warm and greatly misunderstood con- 
test over the exact method used by 
nature in the transmission. Now, so 
far as the general public is concerned, 
so far as the sociological features of 
the case go, so far as personal conduct 
is involved, it does not 
straw’s weight whether the thory of 
heredity held by Lamark and Darwin, 
or the one advanced recently by Weis- 
man, correct. It matters. not 


' whether a man’s drunkenness, for ex- 
' ample, is transmitted to his child di- 


rectly as plain drunkenness, or an un- 
due apnetite for liquor, or whether it 
descends to him as a merely weakened 
and undermined ‘germ plasm,’ as Weis- 


' man held, which ‘will tend to inebrity, 


‘heritance which parents stamp 


insanity, imbecility’ or what not. 
Whichever or whatever the exact pro- 
cess may be (which is the province of 
scientists only,) the facts and. results 
are before us and concern each of us 
more vitally than does the ‘question 
of what we shall eat or what we shall 
drink or wherewithal we_ shall be 
clothed.” 

To prove her belief in the transmis- 
sion of acquired character and condi- 
tion, the speaker stated that she had 
consulted with many well-known phy- 
sicians in general practise and at the 
head of the best hospitals and asy- 
lums in the country and had found 
them emphatically of her opinion. That 
a mere local amputation would not be 
transmitted, but that a permeating 
constitutional condition would be, 
though not always in the same form. 
The point was illustrated profusely 
with cases cited by physicians of wide 
experience. 

Continuing, the lecturer said: “I beg 
of you to remember that while the fact 
and law of heredity is as certain as 
death itself, its course of action, its 
variability of operation, is as the 
March winds. To say that the-consti- 
tution of your children willbe deter- 
mined in great part by the condition 
of your body and mind is but to utter 
a truism, but to say exactly how, in 
what given channel this effect will 
flow, is not, in the present state of 
biological and medical knowledge, pos- 
sible. 

“But heredity is not the whole story, 
any more than the foundation is the 
whole house. It is undoubtedly true 
that, do what we will, labor as we 
may, heredity is as certain as the 
eternal hills, it is equally true that 
the. power of environment, the condi- 
tions under which we develop or re- 
strict our inherited tendeYicies, will de- 
termine in large part whether hered- 
ity shall be our slave-driver or our 
companion in the race for life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, and 
whether we will pass on to our. chil- 
dren a better or a worse, a weakened 
or a. strengthened, inheritance. It 
doubles our responsibility to realize 
that we are responsible for both the 
physical, mental and moral quality and 
condition of our children, for their 
chances in life.”’ 

Illustrations of inherited disease and 
its development, the pathological 
phase of the subject, were given, as the 
speaker said, for convenience sake and 
because they would explain more fully, 
clearly and easily to most people what 
was meant, but that it was true that 
heredity was equally strong and cer- 
tain in its mental and moral poten- 
tialities and tendencies for good or 
for ill. She declared, “It is likewise 
true that the envinronment—the con- 
ditions under which we develop—curb 
or direct our national tendencies—has 
a great and modifying role to play.’ 

‘Let us understand that no environ- 


individuality—that heridity has abso- 
lutely fixed this; but that environ- 
ment does and must act as the one 
tremendous and vital power to develop 
unduly or to control, happily, the in- 
upon 
their children. Notwithstanding this, 
you are personally responsible for the 
trend, the added power and develop- 


ment-you give to much that you inherit 


You are personally responsible to the 
coming generation for the fight it will 


have to make and for the strength you 


transmit to it to make that fight. 
‘*And let me emphasize here that I 
do not attribute all of the moral and 


| physical disasters of the race to the

ment can create What is not within the 


| 


fathers of the race. By no means. I 
believe with all my heart that- the 
mothers have to answer for their full 
Share of the vice, sorrow and suffering 
of humanity. Woman has not, perhaps, 
been such an active agent, and much 
of the wrong she has done to her chil- 
dren has been. compassed through what 
have been regarded as her very vir- 
tues—her sweetest qualities — submis- 
sion, compliance, self-abnegation, igno- 
rance of the sterner facts of the world! 
In so far as the mothers of the race 
have been weakly subservient, in that 
far have they a terrible score against 
them in the transmission of the quali- 
ties which has made the race too weak 
to do the best that it knew—too cow- 
mo 9 to be honest even with its own 
soul, 

“I do not believe that the sexes, in 
a normal state, would differ materially 
in moral tone. Why? Simply because 
throughout all nature there is no line 
of demarcation between the sexes on 
moral grounds. In the so-called lower 
animals, the male and female differ 
in qualities, but neither is ‘better,’ 
‘purer,’ nor ‘wiser’ than the other, di- 
viding them on the basis of sex alone. 
I do not believe that women are (un- 
der natural and equal conditions) bet- 
ter or purer than men, as is so often 
claimed. I do not believe that men 
are (under natura! and equal condi- 
tions) wiser and abler than women. 
These are all artificially built-up con- 
ditions, and they have fixed upon the 
race a very large share of its sorrow, 
crime, insanity, disease and despair. 
They have weakened woman and bru- 
talized man. Children have been born 
from two parents, one of whom is 
weakly, self-effacing and trivial, nar- 
row in outlook and petty in interests— 
a dependant, and therefore necessarily 
servile—while the other parent is too 
often unclean, unjust, self-assertive, 
and willing to demand more than he is 
willing to give. These conditions have 
morally perverted the race, so that it 
will continue long to need those evi- 
dences against, instead of for, civili- 
zation—almshouses, insane asylums, re- 
formatories and prisons.” 

The speaker urged emphatically the 
necessity of regulating conditions and 
heredity: the need of ‘‘parents who are 
wise enough and self-controlled enough 
to refuse to curse the world and their 
own helpless children with  vitiated 
lives and who, if they cannot give 
Whole, clean, fine children to the world, 
will refuse to give any. 

“Heredity and envinronment act and 
react upon each other with the regu- 
larity and inevitability of the suc- 
cession of night and day. Neither one 
tells the whole story, but together they 
make up the sum of life. And yet it fs 
true that the first half—the part or 
foundation upon which all else is based 
and upon which all else must depend— 
tias been taken into account so little in 
the conduct and scheme of human af-. 
fairs that total ignorance of its very 
principle has been looked upon as a 
charming attribute of the young moth- 
ers, upon whose weak or undeveloped 
shoulders rest the responsibility, wel- 
fare, shame or glory, the very sanity 
and capacity of the generations to 
come! 

_ “The parents of the race must make 
It easy to be good, easy to be true, 
hard to be ignoble or criminal, not by 
rewards or punishments—those meth- 
ods have been weighed and found want- 
ing—but by the very blood pulsations 
that are transmitted from both parents 
to the children to _whom they take the 
tremendous responsibility of giving 


life.”’

THE TRANSMISSISSIPPI CONGRESS AND | 
THE SILVER QUESTION. 


To say the least, it was questionable | 


policy for the Transmississippi Con- 
gress to take up and give prominence 
to the silver question. There are other 
issues which come more legitimately 
within the province of that organiza- 
tion, which is supposed to be non- 
political in character.. 

The silver question, though not 
legitimately a political issue, was made 
distinctly so by the action of the Chi- 
cago convention of 1896, which placed 
Mr. Bryan in nomination for the 
Presidency. Inasmuch as Bryan was 
defeated by an overwhelming majority 
of the popular vote, the principal issue 
upon which he made his canvass be- 
came a dead issue for four years at 
least. The American people, on a fair 
yote, declared against the doctrines 
promulgated by the Chicago platform, 
and in favor of the principles repre- 
sented in fhe candidacy of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley. It is profitless to take up for 
rediscussion, at this time, the issues 


PROMPT PUNISHMENT. 

_ John Newman, otherwise known as 
Frank Butler, the Australian mur- 
derer, was hanged at Sydney on Thurs- 
day, having been found guilty of the 
murder of Capt. Lee Weller in the Blue 
Mountain mining district in 1896. The 
murder for which Newman was hanged 
was but one of many similar crimes of 
which he was suspected. He broke 
down at the last and confessed to the 
murder, not only of Capt. Weller, but 
of several other persons, 

It will be remembered that Newman, 
or Butler, as he was called, was ar- 
rested on board a vessel which ar- 
rived at San Francisco from Australia 
in February last. The fight made by 
scheming lawyers of that city to pre- 
vent his extradition will also be well 
remembered. Every possible expedi- 
ent was resorted to for the purpose of 
preventing his departure for Australia. 
But, fortunately, these frantic efforts 
to save the neck of a red-handed mur- 
derer were unavailing, and he left this 
country, for the country’s good, to 
meet certain and speedy punishment 
for his crimes, in a country where the 
laws, as framed and executed, serve 
to insure the punishment, rather than 
the protection, of criminals. 

The promptness with which justice 
was meted out to this brutal murderer 
must excite the admiration and meet 
the approval of all who believe that 
the laws should be respected and en- 
forced. It is an admirable feature of 
English criminal jurisprudence that 
punishment follows speedily upon con- 
viction. Whenever English law has 
sway this is the case. English criminal 
law is a terror to evil-doers. As a 
result, crimes of the graver kind are 
reduced to a minimum, the public is 
'saved a great deal of expense, and 
there is no need for resorting to the 
illegitimate and demoralizing expedient 
of lynch-law. 

Had Newman committed his crimes 
in this country, and had he been ar- 
rested no longer ago than in Febru- 
ary, he would still be unconvicted. 
His trial might possibly have been 
completed before the close of the pres- 
ent calendar year, but if it had re- 
sulted in conviction—which result 
would by no means. have been cer- 
tain—his execution could, and no 
doubt would, have been delayed for 
two or three years, through the ma- 
chinations of sharp-witted lawyers 
and the mistaken leniency of courts. 
We have much to learn from our Eng- 
lish friends in this respect, though we 
may be able to give them “points” on 
some things. 


GLADSTONE AND THE JUBILEE. 
How astonished have been Ameri- 
cans, Frenchmen, Germans, as well as 
men of liberal views of all nations 
(including those of Great Britain her- 
self) that, in the vast procession com-

It is a-fair 
and a safe presumption that the voters 
of the United States knew what they 
were about when they voted down the 
free-silver-coinage scheme.

Again: , If the silver question is. an 
issue at all, it is a political issue. As 
euch it should have been avoided by 
the Transmississippi Congress, unless 
that organization is desirous of enter- 
ing the domain of politics. When it 
enters that domain, its usefulness for. 
the promotion of western interests 
will be practically at an end. It can- 
not serve, acceptably, the interests of 
the people at large and at the same 
time beat the tom-tom of a political 
party. 

There are great and vital questions 
affecting the progress and develop- 
ment of the vast empire lying west of 
the Mississippi River, not directly con- 
nected with politics, which will fur- 
nish ample scope for the talents of 
the transmississippi congressmen; and 
if these questions be duly and thor- 
oughly considered, there will be no 
occasion to turn the organization into 
a political machine. The time and 
talents of the congress can be em- 
ployed to better advantage than in the 
threshing over of straw from: which 
the grain has been extracted, or in at-: 
tempting to galvanize into life the de- 
caying corpse of a moribund political 
issue.

New York importers of tea are con- 
fronted by a condition, which they will 
find to be more binding than a theory. 
Anticipating the levying of a duty of 
10 cents per pound on tea, as proposed 
in the House Tariff Bill, they bought 
all the foreign tea they could get, ex- 
pecting to corner the market and ad- 
vance.the price on the strength of the 
duty, at the same time depriving the 
government of the revenue which it 
should receive under the duty. Con- 
signments of tea are arriving in New 
York by every steamer, and will 
amount in the aggregate to between 
15,000,000 and 20,000,000 pounds. In 
the mean time the proposition to place 
a duty on tea has been abandoned. 
The theory of tariff-taxed tea held by 
the importers proved untenable, and 
the hard condition of a heavily-over- 
stocked market confronts them. Their 
visions of vast profits have vanished 
into attenuated air, and they will do 
well if they save themselves from 
bankruptcy. It is plainly a case in 
which vaulting ambition o’erleaped it- 
self, and the importers’ will not re- 
ceive a very great amount of sym- 
pathy. Meanwhile, tea will be un- 
usually cheap.

Senator Hoar’s resolution abridging 
the privileges of ex-United States Sen- 
ators has had the fate of its predeces- 
sors of similar nature and nothing will 
result from it. To deprive these Sen- 
ators of the privilege of the floor would 
be to injure men whom every Senator 
respects. Upon the other hand there 
are two or three who formerly held 
seats in the Senate who have been very 
active in a number of matters. At the 
time the resolution was introduced the 
only ex-Senators here so far as is 
known, were Call, Ingalls, Henderson, 
Brice, Edmunds, Kellogg and Bruce. 
Senators Kellogg and*Bruce live here, 
as does Senator Henderson, the latter, 
however, seldom taking advantage of 
his privileges, and rarely being seen 


frequently here, but was not when the 
resolution referred to was presented. 
Ex-Senator Bruce is engaged in the 
practice of law, and just now is try- 
ing to secure an appointment as Reg- 
ister of the Treasury. 

It is an open secret, therefore, that 
the resolution referred principally to 
ex-Senator Kellogg, who retains just 
enough of a residence in Louisiana to 
control Republican delegations to na- 
tional conventions. He is still compar- 
atively young, and as active as when 
in reconstruction days he wielded so 
potent an influence in southern politics. 
He has been successful from a finan- 
cial point of view, and owns some very 
fine property in Washington. While it 
would perhaps be unfair to accuse him 
of being a professional lobbyist, there 
is no session during which he is not 
active in securing the defeat or pas- 
sage of ome of more important méas- 
ure. He lived South long enough to ae- 
quire the soft-measured tones of a true 
southerner, and it would be difficult to 
recognize the brisk, breezy Illinois Jus- 
tice of the Peace in the smooth- 
tongued, dignified southern politician. 
There was a storm of protests from 
several ex-Senators when the resolu- 
tion was introduced, but ex-Senator 
Kellogg, for whom it was especially in- 
tended, lost no time in hunting up 
Senator Hale and assuring him of his 
hearty sympathy with the measure.

The Sen- 
atorial term is longer, a larger propor- 
tion are reélected, and the members of 
the upper house of Congress are older 
as a rule, which greatly reduces the 
number of ex-Senators who act as lob- 
byists. It is pretty nearly safe to ask 
any man who is engaged in securing 
the passage or defeat of a bill ,what 
district he formerly represented in Con- 
gress. Almost every State has ex-Rep- 
resentatives at the capital whose prin- 
cipal occupation is the securing of leg- 
islation. A number of them are paid 
much more handsomely than when they 
were members of Congress, while oth- 
ers who were once considered bright 
men, are scarcely able to keep their 
families from actual destitution. 


The present session, which everyone 
now expects to close within the next 
three weeks, has proved a bonanza for 
the lobbyists. There is not a paragraph 
in the entire Tariff Bill upon which 
mohey has not been expended by pro- 
ducers and manufacturers to secure 
high or low duties. A very considerable 
number of Representatives who were 
deeated last fall have remained during 
this session, in some instances at gal- 
aries higher than they would have re- 
ceived had they been reélected. Their 
occupation is now gone, and soon the 
only ones left will be those who bélong

SALT LAKE (Utah,) July 16.—Today 
was a day of excitement, oratory and, 
at times, confusion in the session of 
the Transmississippi Congress. The 
subject was free silver, and the princi- 
pal figures in the discussion were Cali- 
fornia and Colorado, the latter State 
with a host of silver advocates who 
won the day, and, after a gallant 
struggle by the California delegation 
under the leadership of T. L. Ford in 
opposition to the measure, the con- 
gress, by a vote of nearly 5 to 1, 


ing for the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and “iver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 


government. 

This action was preceded by about 
twenty speeches, the principal ones be- 
ing delivered by C. 8. Thomas of Colo- 
-rado and T. L. Ford of California. Hon. 
W. J. Bryan spoke in favor of the ma- 
jority report and threw the whole con- 
vention into a wild state of enthusi- 
asm, 

When the congress met, every seat 
in the main body of the hall: and the 
galleries was occupied. After the dis- 
cussion closed nearly two hours was 
consumed by motions, roll-calls and 
parliamentary tactics. The opposition 
to the majority report was led mainly 
by Missouri delegates, with some as- 
sistance from California. 

The delegates were late in assem- 
bling. After the introduction of some 
minor resolutions, the Committee on 
Permanent Organization reported, 
recommending Hugh Craig for presi- 
dent, C. L. Connell of Minnesota, -L. 
Bradford Prince of New Mexico and 
Breedlove Smith of Louisiana for first, 
second and third vice-presidents re- 
spectively. It further recommended 
that each State delegation choose an 
additional vice-president, and that the 
election of a secretary and assistant 
secretary be deferred until the place of 
the next meeting be fixed. The report 
was unanimously adopted. 

The next business before the con- 
gress was the discussion of the ma- 
jority and minority reports of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. It was ar- 
ranged that Dorsey of Nebraska and 
Ford of California should control the 
time in favor of majority and minority 
reports respectively on the silver ques- 


ion. 
Ford said the supporters of the min- 
ority would probably want but little 
time, and he desired that opportunity 
be given to any delegate to speak on 
that side who might so desire. He 
then read. the minority report, the 
chief point of which was that the sil- 
ver question was 4@ political issue, and 
therefore should not be discussed in 
this non-partisan body. : 

The resolution indorsing the free 
coinage of silver reported by the ma- 
jority of the committee was then read, 
and C. S. Thomas of Colorado proceeded 
to address the house in the affirmative.. 
He said it had been claimed that all po- 
litical questions, in their last analysis, 
were economic. Whether this be true 
of all political issues, it certainly is of 
the silver question. He urged reasons 
why this body should discuss and ex- 
press itself on this great issue; denied 
_that the Republican party was a single 
gold-standard party, and declared that 
the great governments of Europe could 
see the handwriting on the wall; that 
this giant republic was about to restore 
silver, and that they must prepare to 
fall in line. 

E. V. Smalley, a delegate from Min- 
nesota, spoke in favor of the minority 
report. 
ous for the strong silver majority to 
force the question on the congress, de- 
clared himself a single gold-standard 
man, and repeated a number of famlliar 
arguments in support of that position.

CITY TAX RATES. 


Estimates of Many Departments 
Must Be Reduced. 


City Auditor Nichols now has the 
difficult: task ahead of him of passing 
on the estimates of prospective ex- 
penses which have been submitted to 
him by the heads of the various city 
departments. Then will follow the work 
of fixing the tax rate for the present 
fiscal year after: the Council has com- 
pleted its labors as the Board of 
Equalization. 

The estimates for the past year 
amounted to $678,940.72, but about $11,- 
600 in taxes are still delinquent. Out- 
side of taxes, from various sources, the 
receipts of the city treasury last year 
amounted to $267,000, of which more 
than $12,000 was collected from gales 
of franchises, which source of revenue

Large additional allowances 
are called for by Street Superintendent 
Drain and City Engineer Dockweiler 
and nearly every department of the 
city government has filed a claim for 
larger appropriations. 
At the present time the probabilities 
are that the total assessed valuation 


$58,000,000, which, with a tax rate of 
$1.30 as at present, would produce only 
$754,000, supposing that it were all col- 
lected. To this would be added the 
current income licenses ‘and 
other sources. The necessity clearly 
exists, therefore, for scaling down 
many of the estimates, however im- 
perative may be the demands for in- 
creased service in many departments. 
A saving of $6000 is made by the re- 
funding of the old issues of city bonds, 
but that is a mere drop in the bucket. 

he most serious difficulty which the 
city has to face is the growing ex- 
penses of the fire, police, street and 
school departments, which are &c- 
knowledged on all sides to be inade- 
quate to cope with the increased pop- 
ulation and territory of the city. The 
situation has been made. more embar- 
rassing by the inability of the city to 
issue and sell gold-bearing bonds under 
the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court. 

The Council and City Auditor Nich- 
ols take a gloomy view of the future of 
municipal finances. They recognize 
the justice in a way of the popular 
demand for better streets, better po- 
lice. service, extended fire protection 
and enlarged school accommodations, 
‘but with the limited revenue.in sight, 
they do not see their way clear at 
present to make allowance for any- 
thing more than a, gradual extension 
of the public service. :

ATTORNEY MILLS’S COUP. 


HARRIS AND JENKINS CAPTURED 
IN SANTA MONICA CANYON, 


Detectives and Peace Officers Fail 
Where an Attorney Meets With 
Suecess—The Trial of Col, L. 
Tupper Takes Place Today. 


The case of Col. L. Tupper, charged 
with complicity in a scheme to pass a 
gun to train-wrecker “‘Kid” Thompson, 
came up for trial in Department One 
of the Superior Court yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. Twice before had 
Tupper’s case been called for trial and 
each time postponed because of the 
absence of Fay Harris and Harry Jen- 
kins, two men who the attorneys for 
the defense declared were most im- 
portant witnesses. 

The case was again postponed yester- 
day, as Harris and Jenkins had not 
been found. The bench warrant issued 
for their arrest had first been ordered 
placed in the hands of the County Coro- 
ner, on the ground that the Sheriff’s 
office was directly interested in the 
matter. Owing to the Coroner’s ab- 
sence from the city, the bench warrant 
had been given to George E. Gard’s 
detective agency. 

Deputy District Attorney McComas 
later demanded that the Sheriff’s of- 
fice should also be given bench war- 
rants for the arrest of Harris and Jen- 
kins, and Judge Smith so ordered. It 
was agreed yesterday morning that 
the trial of Juan Silvas, for the rape 
of Jennie Quinnones, should first be 
proceeded with, and the Tupper case 


follow it. As the trial of Silvas was 
concluded yesterday afternoon, Tup- 
per’s trial will be commenced _ this 


morning. 

It would have proceeded without 

Harris and Jenkins had those worthies 
still been able to escape the officers 
and other interested parties. But Har- 
ris and Jenkins were not able to es- 
cape, the latter, if they were the for- 
mer. They were caught yesterday 
afternoon at Santa Monica Cafion by 
Bernard 8S. Mills, Esq., one of Tupper’s 
counsel, and arrested last night by 
Deputy Sheriff Will White at Santa 
Monica and brought to Los Angeles. 
a Mills found the men at a saloon. They 
saw him and ran away, but with the 
assistance of other persons he caught 
them. They objected to returning to 
Los-Angeles, but--Mills stuck to them 
and finally got them to Santa Monica 
after several attempts on their part 
to break away. In Santa Monica Mills 
saw Jailer Kennedy across the street. 
“I called to Kennedy,” says Mills, “‘and 
asked :+him to come across the street. 
He asked me to come over where he 
was, but I insisted that he come to 
me, and he did so. '

The business was to be 
conducted “not by the defendant but 
by Culp, under some agreement  be- 
tween themselves which does not suf- 
ficiently appear.’ Culp issued, as man- 
ager, invitations to an “‘opening.”’ Culp 
had no right, says the opinion, to con- 
duct a saloon there or at any place on 
his own account, because he had no 
license therefor. Then Judge York 


strikes a blow straight at the heart of |. 


the affair. 

“The reason why defendant obtained 
the license instead of Culp,” says the 
opinion, “‘was either that Culp wanted 
to secrete his property to defraud his 
creditors and defendant wanted to help 
him do so, or that both wished to de- 
fraud the city authorities into granting 
a license: to defendant for Culp to do 
business under, when they would not 
have granted a license to Culp.’’ 

When Gibbons was attacked by a 
judgment creditor of Culp, he took the 
position that he and not Culp was 
transacting the business, and Culp was 
working for him. When Levy wanted 
pay for his liquors, Gibbons announced 
that Culp was the saloon proprietor. 

“The defense in this action,’ con- 
cludes the opinion, “finds no support 
in fact, law or good conscience. Judg- | 
ment will, therefore, be entered for 
plaintiff for the amount of his claim 
with costs.”

CANADIAN BANKS. In a recent 
editorial the United States Investor 
pays a warm tribute to the banks of 
the Dominion of Candda, which have 
recently been holding. their annual 
meeting. The journal referred to thinks 
that American banks might with ad- 
vantage study the methods of their 
Canadian brethren, and adds that our 
banking methods, as - compared with 
Canada, appear crude. Among the 
points in the annual report of the Can- 
adian banks which the Investor con- 
siders deserving of particular attention 
are two in particular, to which refer- 
ence is made as follows: 

“The first thing which strikes the at- 
tention is the intimate knowledge 
which the managers of: the Canadian 
banks possess of the exact situation in 
every part of the Dominion, from 
Nova Scotia to British Columbia, They 
discourse about crops, mining, manu- 
facturing, the shipping trade, the vari- 
ous lines of wholesale and retail trade 
throughout the whole of British North 
America, in a manner which indicates 
that they are speaking from the closest 
experience, and, in addition, they talk 
about affairs in the United States in a 
way to show that their personal knowl- 
edge of business conditions is far from 
being confined to their own country. 
All this is, of course, rendered possible 


“by their system of branch banking. 


i 


The Canadian banks, unlike Our own, 
are truly national. Their method is in 
accordance with scientific banking; 
they gather in funds from the localities 
where they are a drug, and they lend 
them out in districts where they are 
needed to develop latent resources. 
This ‘is obviously such a common sense 
policy that it & a most extraordinary 
thing that it has not commended it- 
self to the American people long be- 
fore this, and we say this with a full 
recognition of the difficulties which 
might arise if we should, with our 
present system, attempt at this late 
day to introduce the branch banking 
system here.” 

The Canadian banks, as a class, paid 
dividends last year that are calculated 
to excite the envy of most American 
banks, although they had to contend 
with depression in general business. 


COMMERCIAL. 

THE FLORIDA ORANGE CROP. 
Referring to a report recently men- 
tioned in The Times, that the Florida 
orange crop would amount to a million 
boxes, the Florida Agriculturist says 
that the highest estimate which it is 
seen by Florida people is 300,000 boxes, 
and that this estimate is about. one- 
third too high. 


CALIFORNIA WINE IN MEXICO: 
The shipments from Los Angeles to 
Mexi y the. last steamer were dis- 
appointing in quantity to those who 
had hoped to see a steadily-increasing 
trade opened_up between this city and 
our neighboring republic. 

Among other products for which.a 
market might be found in Mexico is 
wine. Although the vine has been cul- 
tivated in Mexico for some time, the 
production of the country is still in- 
sufficient to supply the needs of trade, 
about two-fifths of the wine consumed 
there being imported from foreign 
countries, the chief of which are 
Spain and France, with a small quan- 


tity from California. The total value 


of the wine imported is $425,000 in 
American money. The largest con- 
sumption is of table wine from Spain, 
which is used extensively by the mid- 
dle classes, the French wines being 
consumed almost exclusively by the 
rich. The following information in re- 
gard to the wine business in Mexico 
will be of interest to Southern Cali- 
‘fornia producers. It is taken from Bon- 
fort’s Wine List: 

“The usual method of doing business 
is through some good commissiop house 


in the City of Mexico,. which’ is. the. 


center of distribution. The French and 
Spanish houses have their representa- 
tives there, to whom they accord the 
most liberal terms, particularly in re- 
gard to remittances, which are usually 
made at six months. The payments 
are generally made by the New York 
agents of the Mexican house, who are 
often shippers who take charge of for- 
warding the goods. to Mexico wh 

they come by way of New York. Ship- 
ments are made directly from Europe 
whenever there is any possibility of it. 
Taking the average of some recent 
shipments, the freight from Barcelonia 
to Tampico is 8 pesetas per hecto- 
litre, plus 10 per cent. From Cadiz to 
Tampico it is 60 pesetas per cubic 
metre, plus 10 per cent, and from Bor- 
deaux 50 francs per ton, plus 15 per 
cent. From Tampico or Vera Cruz to 
the City of Mexico the rail freight is 


_ $33.15 (Mexican dollars) per ton. The 


freight is nearly always paid by the 
consignee. 3 

“The good Mexican houses do busi- 
ness in the mest serious and honest 
way. They exact the same methods 
from the shippers with whom they en- 
ter into relations Orders must be ex- 
ecuted with the most scrupulous care, 
especially with reference to the quality 
of the goods, which must correspond 
exactly with the samples; also to the 
condition of ‘the wine, which must be 
well made and sound, and it has to 
make a long ~ voyage, with several 
trans-shipments. The instructions of 
the buyers must be followed to the let- 
ter, and it ought not to be difficult to 
satisfy the wishes of those who like 
to see their name on the cask, the 
cases and the bottles by the side of 
that of the producer.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

ALASKA AS A MARKET. The 
news of the remarkable gold discov- 
eries in Alaska brings to the front the 
question of how that Territory will 
figure as a market for the product of 
California, Oregon and Washington. 

An Oregon correspondent of Gardeu 
and Forest has an interesting con- 
tribution on the subject of the agricul- 
tural prospects of Alaska, from which 
it is gathered that Alaska will always 
have to import nearly ail of its agyi- 
cultural supplies. The contribution Was 
brought out by the recent action of 
the Department of Agriculture in send- 
ing a commission to Alaska to examine 
into and report upon its agricultural 
prospects. Having been a resident of 
Alaska for five years, the correspon- 
dent referred to states that, in his 
judgment, the Territory is wholly un- 
suitable, and in the nature of things 
must always remain unsuitable, for 
agriculture in the proper sense of that 
term.

Its only industrial possi- 
bilities are for the miner, the salmon 
canner and the fur hunter. Under 
such circumstances, Alaska, as it set- 
tles. up, ought to become an important 
market for the agricultural and horti- 
cultural products of California.

After a 
brief reaction the market steadied, and about 
the best figures were attained in the late deal- 
ing.- Some general inquiry for investment -se- 
curities deprived the market of some of its 
wonted professional appearance. Sugar failed 
to reflect uneasiness at the circumstantial re- 
ports that there was a movement in the Sen- 
ate itself favorable to the House schedule, the 
stock vacillating within a narrow range for 
so erratic a security, and closing at a frac- 
tional advance.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say the dullest month in the indus- 
trial year is duller than usual, notwithstand- 
ing improvement among potters and others. 
This is due to a reaction in iron and steel, 
prices of which are back to the lowest points 
on record, a dragging demand for clothing 
and shoes and a threatened famine of bitu- 
minous coal. There are more coal miners out 
than at this time.last week, and, notwith- 
standing assertions that arbitration will end 
the strike in the near future, some of the 
large operators in the Pittsburgh district de- 
clare there is nothing to arbitrate. Manufac- 
turers of cotton goods and their agents report 
trade slow, owing to the cost of cotton and 
low prices for goods. This has shut down a 
number of cotton mills in Massachusetts ard 
Rhode Island.* A fairly steady business is re- 
ported by the eastern manufacturers of shoes, 
but this trade at Philadelphia is dull, mer- 
chants hesitating to place orders. Western 
wholesale dealers in clothing report distribu- 
tion unsatisfactory. Western bar-iron mills 
are already shut down, and if the coal strike 
lasts another week thousands of factory 
wheels will stop turning. This checks the 
stronger and more confident feeling in indus- 
trial circles, which was so pronounced a fort- 
night ago. The heavy loss of sheep in Aus- 
tralia, due to drouth, and speculation in wool 
on tariff prospects have made wool prices 
higher with large sales, about a million 
pounds at Boston alone, compared with 700,000 
pounds in the like week last year. The 
world’s available supply of wheat is probably 
the smallest at a like period in many years. 
Europe is expected to have to import 100,000,- 
000 more bushels than last year, and neither 
India, Australia or Argentina is expected to 
be able to supply its usual share. The gen- 
eral tendency of the price movement this 


week ‘is to reverse the growing strength of |

Bradstreet’s review of the stock market to 
morrow will say that, while the market, has, 
been irregular for the past week, it has been 
generally strong in tone and inclined to ad- 
vance, though its early buoyancy was some- 
what modified by delay in the Conference 
Committee over the tariff and reports from 
Washington of a deadlock between the House 
and Senate conferees on the sugar schedule. 
American Sugar stock, which early in the 
week broke all records and advanced to 137% 
on reports of a favorable compromise of sugar 
duties and talk of an extra dividend, conse- 
quently, declined to 13254, and the uncertainty 
in this connection, with the fear that the set- 
tlement of the tariff might be slow, tended 
to restrict the activity and advancing disposi- 
tion of the entire market. At the same time 
the decidedly favorable outlook for the crops 
and the assurance that Europe will need our 
wheat in unusually large quantities, created 
a very bullish feeling in the Grangers, and 
served as a basis for advances in that group 
of stocks. The Southwesterns and the gen- 
eral railway list shared more or less in these 
tendencies, but special attention was given to 
the anthracite group. A chief cause for this 
was the carrying-out of the Lehigh Valley 
deal, by which control of that corporations 
was formally transferred to the Morgan in- 
terests, together with rumors that plans will 
now be put into operation for improving the 
condition of the anthracite trade. As a 
speculative factor the soft-coal miners’ strike 
has had little effect, and Wall street has even 
entertained a serious belief that the reduced 
supply of bituminous, should the strike con- 
tinue and spread, may increase the consump- 
tic. of anthracite and benefit the roads de- 
pendent on the latter. However, strong as 
the undertone of the market hag been, it is 
noticed that the transactions were largely 
professional and that the general public has 
not taken active interest, and bull pools and 
large interests have supplied much of the 
buying. The scarcity of stocks is, neverthe- 
less, significant as to the fact that holders 
are not inclined to sell, offerings being scanty 
and the bear traders correspondingly cautious. 
London, too, remains indifferent to the Ameri- 
can market, though ‘all departments there are 
excessively inactive. All the Industrial stocks 
were helped by the decision Of Judge Chester 
of the New York Supreme Court which in 
effect declares the Lexow anti-trust law a 
violation of constitutional rights.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, July 16.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say 
that excepting the great coal-miners’ strike, 
which may terminate at any time, there is 
scarcely a feature of the business outlook 
which is not encouraging, the season consid- 
ered. Crop prospects have been improved by 
needed rains in some regions, and foreign ad- 
vices continue to promise a large demand. 
In many home industries, particularly in 
building, there is more activity than any year 
since 1892, and the week has brought a better 
demand in boots and shoes and in woolens, 
while the movement of freight, mainly iron 
ore, through the Sault Ste. Marie Canal 
is the largest in. its history. With money 
markets uncloudy, there is nothing in sight to 
hinder rapid improvement when uncertainty 
about legislation has been removed, for the 
miners’ strike could not last long, and busi- 
ness and industries should become active. 
There is much less apprehension of a failure 
of the fuel supply than there was during the 
first few days, when prices rapidly advanced 
and large quantities of coal from West Vir- 
ginia have reached northern markets, but 
some of the miners in that State have struck. 
The advance in wheat to 81% was not due to 
the government estimate, which was followed 
by a decline, but to the foreign advices and 
considerable buying for export. Demand is 
already felt from Australia, South Africa, 
Brazil and even Argentina, while the promise 
for European crops is not considered bright. 
The disposition of farmers to keep back wheat

both sides. It is now over, and a stran- 
ger to the city will henceforth preside 
over the destinies of the office which 
Mrs. Kernodle has held so long. 

On the first ballot Miss Garnett re- 
ceived two votes, Mrs. Kernodle two 
and Miss Clara Dennin of Los <An- 
geles one. The second ballot.gave Miss 
Garnett three, and Mrs. Kernodle two. 
Though the election was by secret 
ballot, it is known that the votes of 
Keech, Galloway and French went 
to Miss Garnett, while Mrs. Kernodle 
received the votes of Greeley and 
Bisby. 

Miss Garnett is a sister of Dr. W. M. 
Garnett of this city, and is at present 
employed in the McCelland Public Li- 
brary of Pueblo, Colo. She is sched- 
uled to take charge of the position on 
or before September 1. ' 

The action of the board has been 
the talk of the street today. Few peo- 
ple have been heard to indorse the 
board’s action, and it has been openly 
intimated that the end is not yet. There 
is a chance for some legal controversy, 
as the election of Miss Garnett is not 
believed to be in accordance with sec- 
tion 841 of the Civil Code, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘no person is capable of 


holding a civil office who at the time. 


of his election or appointment is not 
of the age'of 21 years and a citizen of 
this State.’’ The question is whether 
or not the office of librarian is a civil 
office, and on this point there is room 
for much contention.

SOME NEW FRUIT. 

Felipe Zarate has. received from 
Sonora, Mex., a small lot of guamu- 
chiles, a fruit entirely new to this 
section of the country. It is grown on 
trees, the fruit being in the shape of a 
bean inclosed in long pods. The fruit 
is white and solid, contains a black 
seed, and is a staple article of food 
among the people of Mexico, especially 
among the poor. It is rather tasteless 
when uncooked, though it is said to 
make a very succulent dish. 

Mr. Zarate will make experiments 
in growing the fruit here, and thinks 
that it should do well in the swamp 
lands west of the river, as it graws 
much like the willow tree. When 
started the tree grows without any cul- 
tivation. + 

He also received a small box of a 
fruit called the pitallus dulce. This 
fruit resembles a fig, is blood-red in 
color, contains a largé number of seeds 
and is very sweet to the taste. 
Zarate has a small tree of this variety 
at his home, but it has never yet pro- 
duced any fruit. It could probably be 
grown here, and Mr. Zarate intends to 
experiment further in its cultivation. 
He has succeeded also in interesting 
local nurserymen in the new fruit, and 
it is possible that they will make ar- 
rangements for caring for a number ‘of 


plants.
